'It Is all money, gold and silver," 


said Tom. 
"Turn your lights dowu 


aud get ready to sail before daylight. 
I'm going back to get father and tho 
rest of the money." 


About midnight the two Harrison* 


and one of their men came back Iu 
the boat with a few more boxes. 


"Get up sail and anchor, and let's ba 


off on the ebb." said Harrison, as he 
came on board. "We must be In Bos- 
ton before New Year's." 


The Captain knowing that live men 


went away from the vessel, and see- 
Ing only three return, asked Harrison 
'f he was not going to wait for the 
other two. 


"It will take too long—till doomsday 


or later," was the reply. "They are 
both dead, as dead as the rebellion— 
blowe<l up by gunpowder, poor boys. 
Get away quick, or they'll come and 
haunt you." 


Outside, of White Head light Tom 


Harrison came to the skipper and told 
him that his father had killed the two 
meu just before they left the island, 
and intimated that the third would 
disappear before they reached Boston. 


On the four day's trip to Boston, 


Capt. Emerson had several talks with 
Harrison in regard to pay for his ser- 
vices, and a division of the money. 
Finally Harrison brought up two of 
the boxes and counted out $23,000 in 
gold, saying: 


"There, take the gold and hold your 


yap. I've got more than a million dol- 
lars left, which I'll take ashore and 
turn into paper. When I've done that 
I'll come down and divide. All you've 
got to do Is to stay on board and wait 
for me." 


The nl.rht lieforu the> sailed into 


Boston harbor, when Harrison had his 
watch on deck, the third man 
was 


knocked overboard by the main booiu. 
Harrison made a land outcry, calling 
Tom and the Captain, but though the 
Oil Squaw lay off and on in that vicin- 
ity until daylight, nobody 
saw 
any 


signs of the lost man, which led Capt. 
lOmersou to infer that Harrison had 
kept bis threat, and put his former 
companion out of the way. 


On the morning of December 24, the 


Old Squaw came to 
anchor off T 


Wharf, and 
Harrison 
brought 
the 


yawl alongside to carry the boxes on 
shore. Capt. Kmersou objected to let- 
ting the money leave tho vessel until 
a division had been made. Thereupon 
Harlson and his son 
knocked 
him 


dowu aud locked him in the cabin, 
where hi' lay unconscious until near- 
ly night. 
Believing that 
Harrison 


would coint on bo*fil aud put an end 
to him that night, tlie Captain loaded 
his re\olvcr and stationed himself in 
the companion way to await develop- 
ments. Socjn after dark he heard Ilar- 
ri*on and hiu son talking ou deck. Lat- 
er on Harrison called out: 


'•Capt. Emerson! I say, Cap'n!" Get- 


ting no answer he repeated the call 
several times and then unlocked tho 
companion way slide. Here he called 
to the Captain several times and de- 
scended the steps. He was half way 
dowu when Capt. Emerson put the re- 
volver to his face and said: 


'•(.Jive up my share of that money or 


sny your prayers durned spry." 


TTarri«ou si ruck the revolver down 


and the Captain pulled 
the trigger. 


The bullet entered Ilanisou'a breast 
and came out at his back. 


saying that 
he needed a coasting 


schooner that took out her Custom 
House papers by the season, so that 
no one would suspect his errand 
should the vessel be seen calling at 
the islands along the shore, lie agreed 
to pay Capt. Emerson $25.000 for the 
use of the Old Squaw for a month, 
and also to give the Captain and crew 
one-third of the treasure found. In re- 
turn for this the Captain was to keep 
a close mouth and obey orders. As the 
f>rew of the Old Squaw was on shore, 
and as Harrison's men were good sea

Kmerson stayed on board to keep the 
ship the gold hunters took the two 
boats and rowed away for J-'heep Isl- 
am). After an absence of three days 
Tom Harrison c»me falling back In 
the yawl and save C'npt. Emerson or- 
ders to go to Uuckiand nnd purchase 
s-o:n<* gunpowder and food 
supplies. 


For two weeks after this the Captain 
hoard frequent dtplouions In the direc- 
tion of Sheep Is'unil. which be bw 


(These were lifts! on board and stowed 


away.) 


"Never mind me," said Harrison to 


Tom. "CJet ashore aiid off for home as 
quick ns you can. 
Take the money 


along and be sure to cover up your 
tracks. I'm all right bere." After this 
he gave a sigh or two, swore a little, 
and was dead. 


During the next few minutes Capt 


Emerson did some tall thinking. He 
had killed one man in self-defence, as 
he figured It, and had another at his 
mercy. If he killed Tom he would lie 
arrested for murder. If he stayed on 
board nnd let Tom go free, he would 
be suspected of killing the old man. 
Finally he had a talk with Tom, and 
they agreed to tako the Old Squaw out 
into Massachusetts Bay and scuttlo 
her.

To Remove Premium on Gold Bars. 
Wa»hington, Dec. 22.—To discourat-e 


th" shipment abroad of gold coin the 
trPHfiurv department will remox'e the 
piemitim on g-old bars at the assay of- 
lia> 
This premium at present amounts 


to an "export charge" of one-tenth of 
1 per cent and has helped the shipment 
abroad of gold coin instead of bais. 
This piactloe works directly disadvant- 
ageous to the go\ ernment. Our gold 
coin 1=; now full weight and is as ac- 
ceptable for export as gold bars. 


(exportation subjects gold to abra- 


sion, reducing the coins in weight and 
thei eh> causing the government con- 
siderable loss m mintage and metal 
The cost of coining; gold by this gov- 
ernment is 1-5 per cent., and this may 
be «aid to constitute the loss on abrad- 
ed coin 
The removal of the premium 


will result in the exportation of gold 
bars In place of coin. No action has 
been taken by the department for the 
lemoval of this premium. The officials, 
however, believe the premium to be so 
wholly disadvantageous to the gov-rn- 
ment that if any applications 
weie 


rnide 1or its removal from gold bars 
for shipment the request would 
be 


granted. 
The situation 
at 
present 


simply lacks an application on which a 
decision may be made by the depart- 
ment to establish a precedent. 


The premium of one-tenth of 1 per 


cent, on gold bars intended for ship- 
ment abroad was established during 
1S95, during the Cleveland administra- 
tion. The premium for a time was paid 
by exporters rather than risk 
light 


w eight in abraded coin. Now that the 
coin is full weight the advantage of 
sending bars is nothing, and gold com 
has formed almost the total bulk of 
shipments abroad. The removal of the 
premium was recommended in the re- 
port of the director of the mint, made 
to the secretary of the treasury last 
week." 


The director says in this report: 
"The superintendent of the New York 


assay office calls attention to the fact 
that, although about $30,000.000 in Uni- 
ted States com was exported last year, 
no bars were taken for export, and 
suggests that the 'export charge' of 
one-tenth of 1 per cent, which is ex- 
acted is operating to our disadvantage. 
There is no object in forcing the pub- 
lic to take our coin out of the coun- 
try by making it more expensive to 
take bars. We had better furnish the 
raw material than the manufactured 
article. These bars will have to be 
shipped from New York to Philadel- 
phia, and melted and worked into coin 
at some waste and considerable ex- 
pense to replace the coin exported, 
whilp the bars would have served evei y 
purpose for export. The export charge 
was put on bars several years ago, 
when gold exports were heavy, and 
some means to discourage them was 
sought. When 
the current 
coin is 


abraded exporters will pay a slight 
premium to get bars which are 
full 


weight, but our current gold coin is 
now largely new, and on the average 
close to the standard, and exporte:s 
are preferring to ship it rather than to 
pay the bar charge."

These were his last 
words:

"Now

heir with Jesus"—. He stopped shorL. 


For halt a minute the ticking of the 


•;lo<'k above the leader's head v\as the 
inly sound. The hundred or more wor- 
shippers looked at Crawford, expecting 


tii to continue. He stood as if trans- 


fixed. 


His eyes were fixed in an upward 


look and a smile over his lips. With- 
out another word, without a sign of • 
pain or indication of distress he sank 
slowly back, still looking up, into the 
arms of those behind him. 


He was dead, the smile still on his 


face. 


Crawford was a Scotchman, sixty- 


one years of age. He was a tanner and 
currier and a splendid worker when 
sober. His besetting sin was drink, 
and a recent prolonged debauch had 
caused a separation from 
his wife. 


Through the kind offices of friends in 
ihe Broome Street Presbyterian church 
he was admitted to the Christian homu 
for a flvp \\eeks" term. Theie he be- 
came converted. 


Those who heard his last words and 


witnessed his death regard it as a, 
most remarkable event. Many of them 
say it was a miraculous manifestation 
of God's grace.

"Crawford's death was a sermon that

the Hong Kong papers the British

nila under a prize crew. Capt. Pfort, 
master of the Latauan, reported that 
permission was sought to proceed to 
Cola Batu to bring away a number of 
families that Wfre in danger of being 
killed by the Moron, but that the per- 
mission was refused, and that the com- 
mander of the Castlne ordered the 
British vessel to be seized. A prize 
crew was then put on board and the 
steamship sent to Manila. The seizure 
was at once protested by the master of 
the steamship. 


Murder in an Elevator. 


Dallas, Tex., Dec. 22—A murder was 


committed in the elevator of the big 
and crowded North Texas building on 
Main street in the heart of this city 
Thursday afternoon. F. M. Ethetidge, 
one of the most prominent lawyers of 
Dallas, shot Edwin O. Harrell, an 
equally prominent attorney, four times. 
Harrell was taken to his home, where 
he died an hour later. When Harrell 
fell dying in tho lobby in fiont of the 
elevator shaft he had a revolver, half- 
cocked, in his hand. Etheridge was ar- 
rested. The men had been retained as 
opposing counsel in litigation involving 
cotton mill property and had quarrelled 
over the case.

To Ei'inove Premium on Gold Bars. 
"Washington, Dec. 22.—To discourage 


th" hl'i'pment abroad of gold coin the 
treasury department will remove the 
premium on gold bars at the assay of- 
fice. This premium at present amounts 
to an "export charge" of one-tenth of 
1 per cent and has helped the shipment 
abroad of gold coin instead of bars. 
This practice works directly disadvant- 
ageous to the government. Our gold 
coin i=: now full weight and is as ac- 
ceptable 1'or export as gold bars. 


Exportation subjects gold to abra- 


sion, reducing the coins in weight and 
thfieby causing- the government con- 
siderable loss in mintage and metal. 
The- cost of coining- gold by this gov- 
ernment is 1-5 per cent., and this may 
be said to constitute the loss on abrad- 
ed coin. The removal of the premium 
will result in the exportation of sold 
bars in place of coin. No action has 
been taken by the department for the 
removal of this premium. The officials, 
however, believe the premium to be so 
wholly disadvantageous to the gov-rn- 
ment that if any applications were 
made for its removal from gold bars 
for shipment the request would 
be 


granted. 
The situation 
at 
present 


limply lacks an application on which a 
decision may be made by the depart- 
ment to establish a precedent. 


The premium of one-tenth of 1 per 
ent. on gold bars intended for ship- 


ment abroad was established during 


S95, 
during the Cleveland administra- 


ion. The premium for a time was paid 
by exporters rather than risk 
light 


veight in abraded coin. Now that the 
coin is full \\ eight the advantage of! 
iending bars is nothing, and gold com 
has formed almost the total bulk of 
shipments abroad. The removal of the 
premium was recommended in the re- 
port of the director of the mint, made 
to the secretary of the treasury last 
week." 


The director says in this report: 
"The superintendent of the New York 


assay office calls attention to the fact 
that, although about $30,000.000 in Uni- 
ted States coin was exported last year, 
no bars were taken for export, and 
suggests that the 'export charge' of 
one-tenth of 1 per cent, which is ex- 
acted is operating to our disadvantage. 
There is no object in forcing the pub- 
lic to take our coin out of the coun- 
try by making it more expensive to 
take bars. We had better furnish the 
raw material than the manufactured 
article. These bars will have to be 
shipped from New York to Philadel- 
phia, and melted and worked into coin 
at some waste and considerable ex- 
pense to replace the coin 
exported, 


hilf the bars would have served every 


purpose for export. The export charge 
was put on bars several years ago, 
when gold exports were heavy, 
and 


some means to discourage them was 
sought. When the current 
coin is 


abraded exporters will pay a slight 
premium to get bars which are 
full 


weight, but our current gold coin ia 
now largely new, and on the average 
close to the standard, and exporte: s 
are preferring- to ship it rather than to 
pay the bar charge."
